Kenneth Mahony, former Andover 
town manager, resigned his position 
as city manager in Portsmouth, N.H.. 
Wednesday night, Oct. 28, under pres- 
sure from the city council, 

Mr. Mahony has been under attack 
in Portsmouth for allegedly making 
Sexist and racist slurs, some of them 
aimed at a female city counselor. A 50- 
page report on Mr. Mahony’s behavior 
had been compiled by a city attorney 
with information from employees and 


others, That report was the subject of 


several closed-door council sessions in 
the past two weeks, culminating with 
the acceptance of Mr, Mahony’s resig- 
nation during four hours of negotia- 
tion Wednesday night.

Mr. Mahony will receive $50,000 
severance pay as a condition agreed to 
by the council. 

The settlement includes six months

It is estimated that silver amalgam fillings have an 
average life-span of 15 years Averages aside, however, 
any particular amalgam filling may last as long as 30 years 
or as few as three. Those fillings that are small and 
supported by a lot of surrounding tooth are likely to last 
longer. Fillings that are large or located on the tips of cusps 
are subject to breaking and cracking sooner Once an 
amalgam filling develops a leak due to fracture or 
shrinkage, it carries a far greater potential for future decay. 
Replacement will ensure that food and bacteria do not 
continue to collect in the inner recesses of the tooth. 
Patients should view filling replacement as an opportunity to 
switch to a tooth-colored composite filling material if the 
dentist deems it appropriate.

Local document conservation 
firm to help hurricane victims 


A team of conservators from the 
Northeast Document Conservation Cen- 
ter (NEDCC) will go to Miami, Fla., to 
help museums, libraries, other cultural 
institutions and members of the public 
with their efforts to salvage collections 
that were damaged by Hurricane 
Andrew. 

The Northeast Document Conserva- 
tion Center, a nonprofit conservation cen- 
ter specializing in paper-based materials, 
has been providing free disaster assis- 
tance to institutions and private collec- 
tors since 1973. An emergency grant from 
the National Endowment for the Humani- 
ties is funding the project in Florida. The 
conservators will assist with salvage 
efforts, provide advice and perform “first 
aid” to Hurricane Andrew damaged 
books, records, manuscripts, pho- 
tographs and works of art and artifacts 
on paper. The project is being carried out 
in cooperation, with the Historical Muse- 
um of Southern Florida in Miami. 

The NEDCC conservators will join 
conservators of other media (paintings on 
canvas and wooden objects) at a free clin- 
ic to which the public can bring damaged 
objects from theit\ collections for exami- 
nation and advice. When possible, conser 
vators will perform simple emergency 
repairs on the spot. In addition to the free

clinic, NEDCC conservators will make 
site visits to institutions known to have 
sustained damage to paper-based collec- 
tions and train staff of larger institutions 
to provide response to preservation 
inquires at the local level. 

Initial reports indicate that damage to 
institutional collections was not wide 
spread, but damage to collections held by 
private individuals was devastating. 
However, reliable information about the 
extent of damage to both institutions and 
private collections has not been con- 
firmed because of poor communications 
and the overwhelming need to address 
lifesafety issues. Nevertheless within 
days after the hurricane, NEDCC was 
asked to provide telephone advice and 
printed handouts concerning salvage of 
rain soaked collections. 


NEDCC was called to the rescue when 
Boston City Hall’s basement flooded last 
month. Important maps and city plans, 
held by the Department of Public Works 
located in the basement, were soaked and 
at risk of being lost. NEDCC’s disaster 
assistance team outlined salvage proce- 
dures for the damaged materials and pro- 
vided advice to prevent additional dam- 
age to materials in the area but not 
directly affected by the flood.

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Genetics applies for permit 
to study cholesterol lowering 


Genetics Institute Inc., which has offices 
in Andover, and SciGenics Inc. have 
announced that, after recent discussions 
with the FDA, Genetics Institute plans to file 
an amended protocol to permit the initiation 
of a clinical study of M-CSF in cholesterol 
lowering. The initiation of the study has 
been on hold due to questions raised by the 
FDA earlier this year in response to Genetics 
Institute's IND submission for this study. 

“We plan to amend our protocol filing in 
response to discussions with the FDA 
regarding the initiation of this study,” said 
Dr. Patrick Gage, executive vice president of 
Genetics Institute.

This clinical condi- 
tion is referred to as homozygous familial 
hypercholesterolemia and involves a patient 
group of 200 to 300 people in the United 
States.

CSF for North America were licensed to Sci- 
Genics Inc. in May 1991. Schering-Plough 
holds the exclusive license for M-CSF in 
Nurope, Africa and South America, Morina- 
ga Milk Industry Co. Ltd. holds an exclusive 
license for M-CSF in Japan. 

Genetics Institute is a biopharmaceutical 
firm engaged in the discovery and develop- 
ment of human pharmaceuticals through 
recombinant DNA and other technologies. 
SciGenics went public in 1991 to further the 
development and clinical evaluation of 
recombinant M-CSF and conduct early stage 
research and development of embryonic 
growth and regulatory proteins.

The repairs that Article 1 addresses are: 
drainage at West Elementary School 
($450,000), the Bancroft School roof ($350,000), 
the roof at the West Middle School media 
center ($150,000), the heating system at West 
Middle ($555,000), classroom renovation at 
West Middle ($130,000), boiler replacement at 
Bancroft ($85,000), fire alarms and exit hard- 
ware at all the schools ($252,000), asbestos 
removal at West Middle and West Elemen- 
tary ($50,000), repairs to the brick/thermo 
pane front of West Middle ($370,000), and 
security systems at Bancroft, Doherty Mid- 
dle, West Middle and Andover High schools 
($8,000). 

According to Mark McQuillan, superin- 
tendent of schools, without the $2.4 million, 
these repairs would not be finished until 
1998. During the next five years the town’s 
financial officials plan to set aside between 
$1.1 and $1.4 million each year to address 
major school and town repair projects. 

Article 1 proposes to use a portion of the 
school’s Capital Improvement Plan funds 
each year to pay back the $2.4 million loan 
over a 10-year period. 

If the $2.4 million is bonded for 10 years at 
6 percent, the first principal and interest pay- 
ment of $384,000 would be made in Fiscal 
Year 1995. The annual cost gradually 
decreases until the final payment of $254,000 
is made in Fiscal Year 2004, according to the 
warrant. 

Borrowing the money this year will 
enable the town to take advantage of low 
interest rates and get the repairs done sooner 
and at a lower cost, said Dr. McQuillan. In a 
letter sent home to parents, who make up 26 
percent of the town’s population, Dr. McQuil- 
lan stressed that the money for the repairs 
would be separate from the schools’ operat- 
ing budget and school programs would not be 
cut and taxes would not be raised to get the 
school building repairs done. 

Some parents have voiced concern that 
voters are making a choice between repair- 
ing school buildings and giving raises to 
teachers. But the two are separate issues, say 
school officials. 

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimous: 
ly Monday night, Nov. 2, to support Article 1. 
The Finance Committee recommends 
approval of Article 1. The School Committee 
does too, saying it “recognizes that the physi- 
cal condition of the school buildings has a 
significant impact on Andover’s ability to 
deliver educational services to the children. 
These projects address critical health and 
safety problems.” 

Article 2, $400,000 for architectural 
plans 

Article 2 proposes to spend up to $400,000 
for architectural drawings to build addition- 
al space for 450 more elementary students. 
According to school department figures, sev- 
eral of the town’s four elementary schools 
are already crowded and projections esti- 
mate more elementary school students in the 
near future. y

by June, 1, 1993, for Andover to be reim- 
bursed in a timely manner. 

Last year Town Meeting voters approved 
spending $120,000 to study what would be the 
best option to add the additional elementary 
spaces and more space at the high school. A 
portion of that money is also eligible to be 
reimbursed, said Ms. Jenkins. 

In accordance with state law, a volunteer 
School Building Committee was appointed to 
study space options such as additional class- 
rooms at South and Sanborn elementary 
schools and renovations at the school office 
building on Bartlet Street to create a central 
elementary school. 

Ms. Jenkins said the School Building 
Committee is almost finished its study and 
will choose an option by the spring. If 
$400,000 can be approved now, an architect 
can be hired when the option is chosen and 
Andover can meet the SBAB June 1, 1993, 
deadline. The idea is for the School Building 
Committee to make its decision of which 
plan to go with so that an architect can be 
selected and his or her plans would be ready 
in time for the April Town Meeting. 

According to town officials, if the town 
chooses to add onto an existing building or 
buildings to satisfy increasing space needs, 
that building must be brought up to current 
state standards, If the building or buildings 
are not brought up to code, the project does 
not qualify for state reimbursement funds. 

If Special Town Meeting voters don’t 
approve $400,000 Monday night, Dr. McQuil- 
lan said Andover will drop far down on the 
SBAB list to receive reimbursement. 

The selectmen delayed a vote on Article 2 
until their meeting tonight because some 
members wanted to further study the propos- 
al.

of a plan to create an early 
retirement incentive program 
for municipal employees. The 
plan comes on the heels of 
state legislation passed this 
year to help cities and towns 
pare down salary costs. 

There are about 580 munici- 
pal employees in Andover who 
contribute to the town’s retire- 
ment plan. Some school 
employees such as custodians, 
secretaries, cafeteria workers 
and instructional assistants, 
also contribute to the retire- 
ment fund. 

Approximately 45 town 
employees have voiced interest 
in having their eligibility con- 
firmed and possible retirement 
pay calculated, according to 
the town accountant’s office. 

About 15 to 20 of those who 
expressed interest would be 
old enough or have worked 
long enough to make early 
retirement a profitable enough 
option, according to town offi- 
cials. 

The first step to adopt an 
early retirement plan would be 
for Special Town Meeting to 
agree to finance early retire- 
ment in Andover by approving 
this article. The second step 
would be to approve Article 4, 
which would authorize select- 
men to create a funding sched- 
ule that is workable. 

Lastly, selectmen would 
have to vote to adopt the sched- 
ule, choose how many years 
(up to five) the plan will add to 


an employee’s age or years of 


service, and how many 
employees the town can afford 
to have participate in the plan. 

Article 6 asks voters to 
appropriate $220,000 to pay 
accumulated leave benefits for 
employees who would be retir- 
ing if articles 3 and 4 pass. 

Communities have until 
June 15, 1993, to take those 
steps and create an early 
retirement plan. Selectmen 
and town finance and retire- 
ment board officials will meet 
with pension projection 
experts tonight, Thursday, at 7 
p.m. in the town office building 
on Bartlet Street to discuss 
how the town can best take 
advantage of the new state leg- 
islation. The meeting is open to 
the public. 

Article 5: Revaluation 
inspection 

Article 5 asks residents to 
appropriate $125,000 to pay for 
a physical re-inspection of all 
properties in town. 

“Tt is a re-inspection of prop- 
erty and it will be used in the 
fiscal 94 revaluation,” 
William J. Krajeski, assessor, 
said this week. 


If approved, the $125,000 
would pay for an outside firm 
to make physical inspections 
of all homes and businesses in 
town to update the information 
the town has on file. The last 
physical inspection was done 
in 1980-’81, and the state has 
requested more updated infor- 
mation prior to revaluation 
next year. 

“We will attempt to go 
inside every building,” Mr. 
Krajeski said. 

If the warrant article were 
put off to April town meeting, 
the inspection could not be 
completed in time for the 
revaluation scheduled for fis- 
cal '94, according to the asses- 
sor. 

Inspectors would probably 
only gain access to 40-60 per- 
cent of all buildings. Forms 
would be left at the remainder 
of properties for owners to fill 
out and return to the town. If 
the article is passed, inspec- 
tions would begin after Jan. 1 
and take about six months to 
complete. 

Although the assessor’s 
office has been adjusting valu- 
ations every year with the 
changing market, the data 
assessors are working from 
has not been updated since the 
last physical inspection in 
1980-’81. The type of informa- 
tion gathered in 1981 is also not 
the same type that is used 
today, according to Mr. Krajes- 
ki. 

The town should have an 
ongoing program to keep 
inspections up to date, but has 
never initiated one, according 
to Mr. Krajeski. He hopes such 
a program will be initiated in 
the next year or two so that a 
one-time inspection like the 
one proposed can be avoided in 
the future. 

But doing the inspections all 
at once should create a more 
equitable valuation, Mr. Kra- 
jeski said. 

Article 7: Reduce taxes 
with free cash 

Article 7 asks voters to 
appropriate $600,000 from the 
free cash account to reduce the 
amount to be collected in prop- 
erty taxes in fiscal ’93. This is a 
private article petitioned by 
Dennis Teves, of 8 Mohawk 
Road. 

Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee have recommended 
disapproval of this article. 

Selectmen have a goal of 
returning the free cash 
account to, and maintaining it 
at, between 3 and 5 percent of 
the total budget in order to pro- 
vide for emergencies and hold 
down the town’s interest costs

have, however, continued to 
write college recommendations 
for students, said union presi- 
dent Tom Meyers, a social stud- 
ies teacher at the high school. 

“Rumors that teachers aren’t 
writing recommendations are 
false. In fact, ’'m going to write a 
couple tonight,” he told the 
Townsman Monday. 

Teachers not as optimistic 
as school officials 

Mary Lyman, a member of the 
School Committee and its negoti- 
ating team, said she was encour- 
aged by the first session between 
the two sides and the mediator, 
which was held last Thursday 
night. That session lasted nearly 
five hours. 

But Wednesday morning, Ms. 
Lyman told the Townsman that 
School Committee members each 
received “at least 15 calls” over 
the weekend from parents voic- 
ing their support for the School 
Committee. 

She also said she was “very 
disappointed” that members of 
the teachers’ union were dis- 
cussing negotiations with the 
press. 

At Tuesday night’s School 
Committee meeting, Mr. 
Jankauskas contradicted Ms. 
Lyman’s statement that the two 
sides had agreed to four sessions 
with the mediator. Mr. 
Jankauskas also told the Towns- 
man the union requested all five 
members of the School Commit- 
tee attend tonight's session, 

Susan Jenkins, chairwoman 
of the School Committee, said 


Tuesday evening that the rest of 


the committee won’t attend 
tonight’s session because of vari- 
ous personal commitments and 
because the committee has given 
its voice to Ms. Lyman and 
Susan Dalton in negotiations. 

Ms. Lyman declined to com- 
ment further, but added, “The 
mediator has asked that we hold 
off from saying anything and not 
negotiate in the press. I really 
respect the mediator and will 
respect his request,” said Ms. 
Lyman. 

“He seems skilled in this area 
and I think he will be able to 
bring us closer together,” she 
added. 

Mr. Meyers said he wouldn't 
characterize last Thursday’s ses- 
sion as either positive or nega- 
tive. 

“I’m hopeful that with the 
mediator we will find some 
mutual ground,” he said. 

Mr. Meyers would not com- 
ment on exactly what action the 
teachers. will.take if they vote to 
strike Friday.

According to three teachers 
Mr. Meyers; Betsy Jankauskas, a 
member of the teacher’s bargain- 
ing team; and Steve Jankauskas, 
a member of the union’s bargain- 
ing team three years ago, Fri- 
day’s vote to strike will most 
likely be a standing vote or a 
show of hands, not a secret ballot 
by the union’s 327 members. 

The union has traditionally 
conducted business with a public 
vote, but a motion may be made 
by a member to call for a secret 
ballot vote, they said. 

Asked if a public vote puts 
pressure on teachers who may 
not agree with striking, Ms. 
Jankauskas said, “We are all 
professionals and we respect our 
differences. I think people will 
feel free to stand up for what 
they believe in,” 

Mr. Jankauskas said a public 
vote “is not intended to put pres- 
sure on the membership. It’s our 
normal practice. At this point, I 
think we all know how we want 
to vote and we are going to vote 
our conscience,” 

Mr. Jankauskas added that 
the whole process of negotiating 
a contract as a public employee 
is “infuriating.” 

“Tt pits parents against teach- 
ers and we are reduced to this 
public begging ritual over our 
salaries every three years. Too 
much energy is put into fighting 
a battle that should really be 
going into education. 

“As soon as the contract is 
resolved we are supposed to for- 
get everything that has hap- 
pened and what's been said and 
go on as if nothing has happened 
and that isn’t easy,” Mr. 
Jankauskas said.

vote to raise money to repair school build- 
ings should not be construed as choosing 
teachers’ salaries over building mainte- 
nance. 

Ms. Jankauskas believes that there is 
money for both. She said the School Commit- 
tee promised a long time ago to put any extra 
state-aid money that Andover was promised 
toward teachers’ salaries. 

Andover received a pledge this summer 
from the state for an extra $492,000 in state 
education aid money. The teachers believe 
they are due this money because it was part 
of their talks with school officials this 
spring. But David Reilly, schools’ accoun- 
tant, told the Townsman Tuesday that the 
town hasn't yet received that payment, and 
that there is only a “pledge” that it ever will. 
He said the town is scheduled to receive the 
$492,000 before June 30 of 93 and he said the 
School Committee hasn't earmarked the 
funds for any purpose. 

According to Ms, Jankauskas, the School 
Committee has only offered teachers a por- 
tion, not all of the $492,000. Both offers were 
rejected by the teachers’ bargaining team, 
she said. “A lot of teachers lobbied very hard 
in Boston to secure that money for 
Andover,” said Ms, Jankauskas, 

“The first offer was a zero increase the 
first year and 1 percent for the next two, plus 
a $200 payment to each teacher for the first 
year that would not be put on the salary 
schedule. That worked out to $1.08 a day,” 
said Ms, Jankauskas. 

“The second offer was no longer for three 
years but just a $400 flat payment for each 
teacher that would not go onto the salary 
schedule,” she said. 

According to school finance officials, 
teachers in Andover get an increase every 
Sept. 1, even if one isn’t negotiated in a new 
contract. For example, for the first 13 years 
of service here, a teacher moves up a step 
each year and is paid more. A teacher can 
also increase his salary by earning college 
credits past a bachelors’ degree. There are 
six “tracks” in Andover — bachelor’s, bache- 
lor’s plus 30 credits, master’s, masters plus 
30 credits, master’s plus 60 credits and doc- 
torate. 

After a teacher has attained the highest 
step in-a- track, there is also an incentive

a longevity fund for teachers who have been 
in the system for more than 15 years. 

According to Ms. Lyman of the School 
Committee, who is also the former personnel 
director for the town, more than half the 
teachers are eligible for incentive and/or 
longevity increases. She said last year’s 
incentive pool was approximately $85,000 and 
was to be divided among those who were eli 
gible and met the requirements. 

According to David Reilly, schoo! accoun- 
tant, 218 of the 327 teachers are at the highest 
step of their track and are eligible for incen- 
tives and/or longevity increases. 

The numbers are as follows: 12 teachers 
are at bachelor’s track highest step; 40 are at 
bachelor’s plus 30 highest step; 20 are at mas- 
ter’s highest step; 80 are at master’s plus 30 
highest step; and 118 are at master’s plus 60 
highest step. 

Mr. Meyers said teachers are asking for a 
“fair increase” that would keep their pay 
competitive with teachers in communities 
that are academically and socio-economical- 
ly similar to Andover. 

“Clearly we are not asking for all (the 
repair ) money. We just want to keep up with 
cost-of-living increases,” Mr. Meyers said.

He has been teaching in the Andover 
school system as a social studies teacher 
since 1987, first at Doherty Middle School 
and the High School, and now at the high 
school full time.

Four subscriptions to the Andover 
Townsman that go to the media cen- 
ters — the libraries — in the four ele- 
mentary schools in Andover were 
canceled this week. 


Mary Cassidy, who is the librarian 
for the four schools, said she can- 
celed the subscriptions not because 
she disagrees with the Townsman’s 
editorial stance on the manner in 
which teachers are negotiating for 
their contract, but because “I felt 
that remarks about teachers were 
disparaging and our children should 
not be reading these remarks about 
teachers.” 

Ms. Cassidy, who said, “I decide 
what our children read,” added that 
“teachers asked me to cancel the 
subscriptions and I agree.” 

The bill for those subscriptions is 
paid from town offices. Asked to con- 
firm who pays the four subscription 
bills, Ms. Cassidy said, “Whoever 
pays for schools materials.” 

Taxpayers, then. “I believe, yes,” 
she answered. 

This is clear censorship. What if a 
student wants to read, for example, 
about sports, or SchoolTalk, or what- 
ever? 

In addition, elementary school 
children have seen their teachers 
picketing outside of their schools. 
They know what’s up. They are old 
enough to understand the situation 
here, and parents most likely are 
talking with their children, trying to 
explain the situation with as little 
disruption to school as possible. 

Canceling children’s Townsman 
subscriptions is inappropriate and 
we believe there will be many tax- 
payers who agree. 

(Note: Eileen Woods, assistant 
superintendent of schools, told the 
Townsman at presstime that the four 
subscriptions will be restored. She 
said the papers are used as a 
“resource” in the media centers and 
that more people should have been 
involved in the decision to cancel. 
She also said that the subscriptions 
are paid for by the town.)

Readers have been writing and

ations. My column included two 
unsigned letters from parents who 
protested the teachers’ actions. 

I am glad you want to talk, even if 
it is to complain. Some of you called 
and complained without giving a 
name. Most of you gave me your 
name and talked off the record. Many 
parents called to support the editori- 
al and the column (“Parents want to 
talk but they’re worried”) and said 
again they are afraid to speak for the 
record. 

I have learned from talking with 
many teachers and parents that 
there is some misinformation out 
there. You complained most vocally 
about the two parents’ unsigned let- 
ters that I quoted in my column. We 
had more than two and we had many 
comments either by phone or passed 
along on the street, but all without 
attribution. I ran the two parents’ 
unsigned letters because I believe it 
was important that they be heard. I 
didn’t like publishing unsigned let- 
ters, but I felt I had to. 

One teacher said by phone to me

Two callers said they’d heard two 
parents brought in signed letters that 
were supportive of teachers and that 
we refused to publish them, That is 
not true.

Unsigned letters

I was dismayed to read the unsigned 
letters to the editor last week under the 
title “Parents want to talk, but they're 
worried.” In this highly charged sea 
son of rumor and innuendo, it is all too 
easy to rely on unwarranted allega- 
tions and incorrect information in 
forming an opinion, whether that opin- 
ion results in the election of a political 
candidate or in trying to improve the 
education system of Andover. I believe 
that the people of Andover want a fair 
and balanced presentation of the facts 
concerning the current teacher con- 
tract talks. 

The Townsman used unsigned infor- 
mation because it felt it didn’t have the 
right to withhold relevant information. 
If that is the case, ] hope that the news- 
paper will print the following “signed” 
relevant information from someone 
who is a taxpayer, parent of a student 
in the Andover Public Schools and hus- 
band ofa teacher in Andover. 

1) Teachers do not refuse to be pre- 


sent at recess or in the cafeteria. 
Recess time is used for meetings with 
team members to coordinate curricu 
lum and to prepare materials and 
classrooms for the remainder of the 
day. Lunch is time off from work for 
teachers as it is with most of us. I do 
not think that most readers would be 
happy if their bosses said that they had 
to work during lunch. Productivity 
would only suffer if this were the case. 

2) Many teachers do take in-service 
courses or masters programs on their 
own time. However, most courses are 
given during the work week, just as 
they are in most other businesses. 
School and private business manage- 
ment are both aware of the importance 
of on-the-job training programs and 
provide time and money for these pro- 
grams. Also for the record, it was the 
school administration’s decision, made 
over teachers’ objections, to ask par- 
ents to cover classes so that teachers 
can go to writing courses. 

3) Another reader took exception to 
the “outdated language arts program 
called AIRS.” I suggest the reader 
should address this complaint on cur- 
riculum to the school administration 
rather than withhold pay from teach- 
ers for something that is not within 
their responsibility. 

4) This same reader objects to teach- 
ers that are over 60 years old. Should 
we fire teachers based upon age 
despite laws against age discrimina- 
tion and despite the fact that many of 
these teachers possess a wonderful 
wealth of experience? Teachers are 
like any other group; there are good 
teachers and there are bad teachers 
just as there are good politicians and 
bad politicians and good journalists 
and bad journalists. If a parent has a 
problem with a teacher that cannot be 
resolved in meeting with the teacher, | 
suggest that they contact the principal 
and school administration, But please 
don't generalize and punish all teach- 
ers because of a dissatisfactory experi- 
ence with a few teachers. 


5) This parent further damages the 
teachers’ reputation by implying that 
their child would suffer if the letter 
were signed, In this country, I believe 
and hope that we are still innocent 
until proven guilty, 

Lastly, in your editorial you stated 
“They (the teachers) say the raise the 
School Committee offered isn’t 
enough” I believe that no raise has 
been offered. Instead, the School Com- 
mittee offered a one-time $400 payment 
for the next year which would not 
change base salaries.

As a parent of children who, 
combined, have spent 15 years in 
the Andover public school sys- 
tem, I am very proud and sup- 
portive of its teachers. We in 
Andover are very quick to boast 
of our school system but are just 
as slow to finance it. If we want 
to have one of the best school sys- 
tems in the state, if not country, 
we must fund it accordingly and 
back our fine teachers. 

As an example: the fifth-grade 
students at Bancroft recently 
returned from Outdoor Educa- 
tion at the Stone School in Gro- 
tonwood.

The heating system at 
West Middle is antiquated and 
not working. The pipes are sur- 
rounded by asbestos. Now these 
pipes are leaking right through 
the asbestos insulation. Where 
am I to believe the asbestos dust 
is going? Hopefully, not into the 
children’s lungs. 

West Elementary had a mold 
problem last year, which was 
temporarily corrected. What hap- 
pens next year or the year after 
when the problem resurfaces 
because we didn’t spend the mon- 
ey to fix the problem right the 
first time? 

Bancroft School has its own 
set of problems with a leaking 
roof, mold in the carpets and sky- 
lights that leak and need to be 
sealed. 

How many years? How many 
times: will we need to hear about 
the problems with the physical 
plants in our town before we act 
as responsible adults, making 
responsible decisions for our 
children to fix these problems 
once and for all? Regular mainte- 
nance is a necessity. When we let 
things fall apart, it costs more in 
the long run to bring them up to 
standard. 

Rather than talking about 
building new schools” or 
additions, let’s get together as a 
town at the Special Town Meet- 
ing on Nov. 9, in the Collins Cen- 
ter and vote yes on Question #1. 
We as a town should and will 
look after the health and safety of 
our children and the future gen- 
erations of children to attend the 
Andover public schools. Let’s 
stop spending more money on 
plans and fix what we have now 
before it’s too late.

COOKING

It’s apple-picking time in New Eng 
land, This column will provide a vari- 
ety of quick recipes that can be easily 
prepared in a joint family effort to cli- 
max apple picking. 

Apple pie is an all-time favorite 
dessert and a perfect solution to utiliz 
ing large amounts of apples, but many 
people shy away from the preparation 
because of the time consumed in 
preparing apples and crusts. It is well 
worth investing in an apple peeler, cor 
er and slicer, available in country 
stores and specialty shops. 

My husband and IJ used to set up an 
assembly line and he used the “apple 
vadget” to prepare the apples while | 
made up large batches of pie dough. | 
lined foil pie plates with the pastry 
dough and he filled them with the pre 
pared apples. I then topped them with 
pastry dough. We made 12 to 16 apple 
pies ready to pop into the freezer 
unbaked. When we had a whim for 
apple pie or had expected or unexpect- 
ed guests, all we had to do was place a 
frozen pie into the oven (with a little 
extended baking time). We enjoyed the 
aroma and later the taste of a “freshly- 
baked” pie, 

The other option for an apple pie is 
the following quick recipe that calls for 
unpeeled apples. This “Dutch apple 
pie” only requires a bottom pastry 
crust as the top is sprinkled with a 
brown sugar, flour and butter crumb 
topping. 

Dutch apple pie 

1 9-inch unbaked pie shell, home- 
made, bought or prepared with bought 
pastry mix. 
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Cortland apples, cored, not peeled 

2 tbsp. water 

2 tbsp. Minute tapioca 

1 tsp. vanilla 

2 tsp, lemon juice 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

Dash salt 

Topping 

2 3 cup flour 

1/3 cup light brown sugar 

1/3 cup butter 

Place prepared apples in a bowl, Mix 
water, tapioca, vanilla, lemon juice, 
cinnamon and salt with apples and toss 
lightly. Place in pie shell. 

For topping, combine flour and sug 
ar; cut in butter until mixture is consis- 
tency of corn meal. Place topping even 
ly over apples. Bake at 400 degrees for 
about 45 minutes until apples are ten- 
dey, 

Apple bisque 

1 lb. ripe apples, peeled, cored and 
quartered 

2 cloves inserted in an apple quarter 

1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

Juice of 1 lemon 

1/3 cup sugar 

1/2 cup dry white wine 

2 cups milk 

1/2 cup light cream 

2 tbsp. flour 

Place prepared apples in saucepan 
and add water to cover, along with 
cloves, cinnamon, lemon juice and sug- 
ar. Simmer until tender. Place through 
a sieve (removing cloves beforehand), 
Return mixture to a boil, then add wine 
and milk, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat, Blend the flour and cream 
and stir into the soup. Return soup to a 
boil, simmer five minutes, and i? ye. 
warm with a sprinkle e of f cinpapig 
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Serves six. 
Autumn chicken with cider, 
cinnamon and calvadoz 

6 whole chicken breasts 

2 cups apple cider 

3/4 cup flour 

1 tbsp. cinnamon 

Salt and pepper to taste 

3 tbsp. brown sugar 

1/3 cup calvadoz 

2 Granny Smith apples, cored and 
sliced 

Wash chicken and pat dry. Place in 
shallow dish and add cider, marinating 
overnight and turning occasionally. 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Remove 
chicken from cider, reserving it. 

Mix flour, cinnamon, salt and pep- 
per in a shallow bowl. Dredge chicken 
with flour mixture and place skin side 
up in baking pan. Bake about 40 min- 
utes. 

Combine reserved cider, brown sug- 
ar, calvadoz and apple slices. 

After chicken breasts have baked 40 
minutes, pour cider mixture over 
chicken and bake 20 minutes more or 
until cooked. Serve with butternut 
squash and lemon rice. Serves six. 
Apple fritters 

1 cup sifted flour 

1 tsp. baking powder 

1/4 tsp. salt 

1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

1/3 cup milk 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 1/2 cup McIntosh apples, chopped 

Oil for frying 

Mix flour with next three ingredi- 
ents. combine milk and beaten eggs. 
Beat two mixtures together. Stir in 
_chopped apples. Drop by tablespoon 
‘hot fat until gouRh turns’ 
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Drain and serve hot with maple syrup. 
Makes 12.

8 Granny Smith apples, 
cored and thinly sliced (6 cups) 

1/2 cup maple syrup 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/4 cup butter 

1 egg 

1 cup flour 

1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

2 tsp. baking powder 

1/4 tsp. salt 

1/2 cup milk 

Toss apples in a bowl with syrup. 
Spread evenly in 12 by 8 by 2-inch bak 
ing dish. Mix sugar and butter until 
light. Beat in egg. Mix flour, cinnamon, 
baking powder and salt and add to but- 
ter mixture alternating with milk and 
beating after each addition, Pour over 
apples and bake in 350-degree oven for 
35 minutes. Serve warm.

3 tbsp. butter

Cut squash in half and remove 
seeds.

Add 1/2 cup boiling water and cover.

Winner will have undisputed possession of first place in MVC

Watching the Andover High football 
team parade up and down the field at will 
last weekend in Wilmington, it’s hard to 
imagine even a strong defensive team 
like Methuen could have shackled the 
Golden Warriors so completely in their 
season opener. 

Head Coach Dick Collins’ crew has 
been nothing short of awesome since that 
6-0 loss to the Rangers, and now that the 
preliminaries are over its time to sepa- 
rate the contenders from the pretenders, 

Tomorrow night the biggest game in 
the Merrimack Valley Conference thus 
far this season will be played under the 
lights at the Marshall Middle School in 
Billerica. 

Kickoff time is 7:15 p.m. and undisput- 
ed possession of first place in the MVC 
awaits the winner of the crucial show- 
down, 

Andover remained on a roll with its 
overpowering 42-7 blasting of Wilming- 
ton, while Billerica stumbled for the first 
time and fell from the undefeated ranks 
14-13 against Haverhill.

Police, fire and health departments work for town’s safety 


olice Chief James F. John- 
P:: is in charge of the 45- 
member police department. 

The department has six lieu- 
tenants, eight sergeants, 30 patrol- 
men and the chief. 

Civilian employees include 9 dis- 
patchers — who also dispatch for fire 
and ambulance calls — three support 
people, a parking supervisor and an 
animal control officer. 

The police department investi- 
gated 22,905 incidents in 1991, 
including one murder and three 
auto fatalities. Car theft is still a 


problem with 161 vehicles reported 
stolen here last year. There were 99 
arrests for operating under the 
influence of liquor and 11 arrests 
for domestic violence. 

The police department is housed 
with the fire department in the pub- 
lic safety center at 32 North Main 
Street. A radio network links the 
department’s 17 vehicles, including 
the parking supervisor’s three- 
wheeler, with 22 area towns and the 
State Police.

Chief Harold F. Hayes is in 


charge of the 63-member fire depart- 
ment. 

There are five deputy chiefs, 13 
lieutenants and 44 firefighters. The 
department also has two secre- 
taries. 

Four of the five deputy chiefs run 
the day-to-day operations while the 
fifth is the fire prevention officer, 
working with the town’s building 
division to make sure the state and 
town fire codes are understood and 
followed. 

There are three fire stations: 
Central Station at the Public Safety 


Center on North Main Street, the 
West Andover substation at the 
intersection of Chandler and Green- 
wood roads, and the Ballardvale 
substation at the corner of Andover 
Street and Clark Road. 

At Central Station, there are four 
cars, two ambulances, including 
one bought this year, two pumpers, 
a utility truck, a 110-foot ladder 
truck and a fire alarm maintenance 
truck. 

At West Andover, there is a

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Andover... by the numbers 


ndover is an affluent, racially 
Ay itsmoreneous family-orient- 

ed town. But it is not small. 
Andover covers 32.1 square miles: 31 
on land and 1.1 of water. 

The 1990 Federal Census counted 
29,151 persons living in Andover: 
15,106 female and 14,045 male. 

According to the Andover Data 
Book figures for 1990, compiled by 
the town’s Office of Community 
Development, Andover has 10,892 
housing units, including 10,429 
households (groups of related or 
unrelated people living together) 
and 7,994 families. The average 
household size is 2.8 and the average 
family size is 3.26. 

It’s an affluent town. According to 
1989 figures, the most recent figures 
available, the total income of the 
town’s residents was $637 million. 
The per capita income was $26,327; 
the median household income was 
$61,070 and the median family 
income was $70,757. 

Also in 1989 approximate figures, 
only 13 percent of the adult, popula- 
tion made less than $15,000,a year;.9 


percent made from $15,000 to $24,999; 
9 percent made from $25,000 to 
$34,999; 16 percent made from $35,000 
to $49,999; 23 percent made from 
$50,000 to $74,999; and the largest 
group of all, 30 percent make more 
than $75,000. 

Andover is a middle-aged town, 
with plenty of kids, according to the 
1990 census data. 

Only 10.7 percent (3,111) of resi- 
dents are 65 years old or older, but 26 
percent (7,603) are under 18 years 
old. Some 3.7 percent (1,079) are 18 to 
20 years old; 4.7 percent (1,357) are 21 
to 24 years old; 18.2 percent (3,834) 
are 25 to 34 years old; 18.9 percent 
(5,519) are 35 to 44 years old; 13.7 per- 
cent (3,997) are 45 to 54 years old; 4.9 
percent (1,440) are 55 to 59 and 4.2 
percent (1,211) are 60 to 64 years old. 

The average age is 36.4 years old. 

It’s a well-educated town. Accord- 
ing to the 1989 numbers, 41.5 percent 
of the adult population have more 
than 16 years of education, and the 
median (mid-point) is 14.7 years of 
education. 

It’s an overwhelmingly married 


town, with 62.1 percent of the adults 
married in 1989, 25.6 percent never 
married, 1 per- 
cent separated, 6 
percent widowed 
and 5.2 percent 
divorced. 

Racially, it’s 
extremely homo- 
geneous. Ninety- 
five percent of 
residents (27,706) are white; 0.8 per- 
cent (244) are black; 3.8 percent 
(1,097) are Asian or Pacific Islander; 
0.1 percent (36) are Indian, Eskimo 
or Aleut; and 0.2 percent (68) are oth- 
er.

Andover’s high property values 
translate into high tax revenues. 
The town’s property has a fiscal 1992 
assessed value of $2,760,563,200 — 
which provided $39,842,401.90 in tax 
revenues, paid by 10,491 taxable 
accounts.

How town meeting works 


Itimately, the town of Andover is 
| governed by its citizens through 
the town meeting. 

Town meeting, sometimes called the 
purest expression of democracy, is a 
unique New England institution where 
the town’s major decisions — financial and 
otherwise — are discussed and voted by 
the town’s citizens. 

Andover’s town meeting is open to all 
registered voters in town, and requires a 
quorum of 350 voters. 

Bonding, borrowing, eminent domain 
and zoning changes require a two-thirds 
majority vote. 

Town meeting actually starts with elec. 
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tions of town officials on the fourth Mon- 
day in March, then adjourns to early 
April for the actual business of town 
meeting, which usually lasts two or three 
nights. 

A special town meeting can be called at 
any time by the Board of Selectmen, or by 
anyone with a petition signed by at least 
200 residents. 

Special town meetings are often called 
in the fall to deal with financial matters 
that cannot wait until spring. 

Town meeting is usually held in the J. 
Everett Collins Center, but recently has 
also been held in the Dunn Gymnasium at 
the High School.
